Taxes are no t an evil but a blessing and 
benefit to every citizen o f the land, pro vided 
they are used o nly fo r the functio ns fo r which 
the go vernment sho uld use them; that is. fo r 
ido ing things which the public can do mo re 
Eco no mically than can 
private citizens; and 
pro vided they are assessed o n a basis that do es 
no t retard pro ductio n but impro ves the general 
welfare. 
Taxes o f this kind are the best kind 
an investment. 
It is this belief that taxes are a necessary 
Bvil that is largely respo nsible fo r the high 
taxes, the unethical taxes, the immo ral taxes, 
the unso cial taxes we have. 
The Register co n­ 
tends that taxes are a mo ral and ethical issue, 
Bs to the way they are levied. They can be lev­ 
ied ho nestly, mo rally and ethically o r they can 
be levied fro m the standpo int o f piracy, co n­ 
fiscatio n and discriminatio n. 
If they are levied 
ethically and mo rally, they will benefit •every 
member o f so ciety and no t be’ an evil to any 
Individual and will no t 1* excessive.

because they are levied immo rally and unethic-

public debt (credit) and. by so do ing, increase 
the vo lume o f what is co mmo nly used as mo ney 
and, therefo re, rapidly change the price struc­ 
ture. 
Practically every eco no mist admits that 
B. rapid changing o f prices is unfair to the 
credito r class, when prices are go ing up. and 
extremely unfair to the debto r class, when 
price* are go ing do wn; that this rapid change 
o f price level wo rks great injustice and causes 
the gamblers and the shrewd speculato rs to ac­ 
quire great wealth at the expense o f the ho nest, 
hard wo rking pro ducers, who do no t under­ 
stand ho w taxes and mo ney affect prices. 
It is o ften stated that war is the cause o f the 
depressio n and unemplo yment. 
Wars that de- 
•tro y wealth, o f co urse, cause a lo wer stand- 
Brd o f living but as wealth is destro yed, it 
Sho uld cause mo re emplo yment, instead o f less, 
to supply the things destro yed. 
Wars cause na­ 
tio ns to go into debt because we do no t have 
the tax system o r because the peo ple will no t 
pay eno ugh taxes to pay the go vernment’s ex­ 
penses, as the war pro gresses, and, thus, great­ 
ly increases the public debt and thus increases 
what Is used as mo ney. 
This rapidly changes 
the mo ney price level. 
When these debts are 
being paid o ff, the vo lume o f what we use as 
mo ney» debt (credit) is decreased and prices

W e may take," says Chief J u s ­ 
tice H ughes, "Judicial notice of the 
International situation at the time 
the act of 19 1« w as passed." 
B ut ev en conceding the 
W ilson 
dam was constructed in pursuance 
of a constitutional power, the su ­ 
preme court, in the m ajority opin­ 
ion supported by eight justices, did 
not say th at the disposal of electric 
energy was ev en in such instances 
m atter of arb itrary discretion on 
the part of the federal 
gov ern­ 
m ent. The court drew attention to 
the "m ethod” by which 
surplus 
power Is disposed of and signifi­ 
cantly discussed w hat 
m ight 
be 
called 
lim itations 
upon 
that 
"m ethod.” 
"The 
constitutional 
prov ision." 
says the chief justice, "Is silent as 
to the m ethod of disposing of prop­ 
erty belonging to the U nited States. 
T h at method m ust be an appro­ 
priate m eans of 
disposition 
a c ­ 
cording to the nature of the prop­ 
erty. it m ust be one adopted in the 
public interest 
as 
distinguished 
from priv ate or personal ends, and 
w* m ay assum e th at it 
m ust 
be 
consistent 
w ith 
the 
foundation 
principles of our dual 
system 
of 
gov ernm ent, and m ust not be con­ 
triv ed to gov ern the concerns re­ 
serv ed to the states. 
See 
K ansas 
v s Colorado." 
Now. the K ansas case mentioned 
by the court inv olv ed an effort by 
the federal gov ernm ent to reclaim 
arid lands of the S tates by a sys­ 
tem of irrigation th a t w as tied up 
w ith an alleged power to 
control 
nav igation. The suprem e court held 
that this w as a v iolation 
of 
tUa 
rights of the states. 
Mr. H ughes’ opinion implies th a t 
if in the method of disposing of 
any federal property, including su r­ 
plus w ater power, the federal gov ­ 
ernm ent inv ades the rights of the 
states or the rights of the people 
th a t are reserv ed then such an is­ 
sue can be presented on Its m erits 
for adjudication. T his is particu ­ 
larly apparent in another passage 
from his opinion which reads as 
follows: 
"The transm ission lines for elec­ 
tric energy are b u t a 
facility 
for 
conv eying to m arket th a t particular 
so rt of property and the acq uisition 


pany appeared to be and did not 
pass upon the im plications of the 
gov ernm ent sale of surplus pow er 
or w hat the TVA officials said or 
claimed to be th eir purposes. H ere 
is a sentence from Mr. H ughes’ 
opinion which is bound to be q u o t­ 
ed again and again: 
"The q uestion here is sim ply as 
to the acq uisition of th# tra nsm is­ 
sion lines as a facility for the dis­ 
posal of th at energy. And the gov ­ 
ernm ent rightly conceded 
at 
the 
bar in substance, th a t it w as w ith ­ 
out constitutional authority to a c ­ 
q uire or dispose of such energy ex­ 
cept as it comes into being in the 
operation of w orks constructed 
in 
the exercise of some pow er 
dele­ 
gated to the U nited S tates.” 
Then 
Mr. 
H ughes 
proceeds 
to say th at the case decided doesn’t 
relate to any other 
dam 
already 
constructed or about to be 
con­ 
structed, which m eans th a t 
ev ery 
case will hav e to stand on its own 
bottom and it will hav e to be pro v ­ 
ed in the m atter of pow er dev elop­ 
m ents in the northw est or in the 
M issouri v alley th a t they properly 
fall in the category of those im ­ 
prov ed for purposes of nav igation 
or in 
conform ity 
w ith 
th e 
w ar 
power. 
W hile surplus power can be sold 
at wholesale and brought to cities 
for their use by transm issio n lines 
the q uestions still rem ains how far 
gov ernm ent m oney can be used to 
aid cities in building pow er plants 
th at are to engage in local 
com ­ 
petition w ith priv ate companies. 
"As we hav e said." 
w rote 
the 
chief justice, "these 
transm ission 
lines lead directly from 
th e 
dam . 
which has been law fully co nstru ct­ 
ed, and the q uestion of the consti­ 
tutional right of the gov ernm ent to 
acq uire or operate local or urban 
distribution system s is not inv olv ­ 
ed. We express no opinion 
as 
to 
the v alidity of such an effort." 
On the who le, therefo re, the co urt 
has decided 
a questio n o f limited 
application. 
J ustice McReyno lds in 
his v igorous dissent tho ught 
the 
court sho uld take co gnisance of the 
public statements o f TVA o fficials 
and

as revealed by the reco rd
